Madison, Wis., May 15.—-The as- 
sembly was in a humorous mood last 
night It indulged in a little debate 
over the Ofstie resolution which pro- 
vides that no leaves of absence snail 
be granted except by unanimous co'nr 
sent or by the affirmative vote of fifty- 
one members. 
Any member of the 
legislature, absent 
without leave, 
shall pay the sum of $5. Any mem 
mitteei hearing shall pay a fine of <2, 
and In case of three successive .ab- 
sences shall vacate his seat. An at- 
tempt was made to make It a joint 
resolution, but when It was discov- 
ered that, the wording of the resolu- 
tion would not fit the case, Assembly- 
man Pieper offered an amendment al- 
lowing the fees collected to be equally, 
divided between the speaker and chief 
clerk. With smiles and laughter the 
resolution was passed 
The assembly killed the McGowan 


bill for the calling of a constlutlonal 
convention to revise the state consti- 
tution, and also indefinitely postponed 
the Mortenson resolution for the. cre- 
ation of a single legislative council. 
The plan proposed in this resolution 
resembles the unicameral. system of 
legislature 
advocated by 
Governor 
Hodges of Kansas. 
The Aulenbacher bill for the use of 
the Babcock test on milk brought to 
cheese factories was killed. The as- 
sembly engrossed the bill giving the 
city of Black River Falls title :to cer- 
tain lands held in trust for the state 
by the Black River'Falls relief com- 
mittee; the bill limiting the expendi- 
tures that state employes may make 
while traveling in the state; the Dick- 
ie bill clarifying the Income tax law 
as to the payments on trust estates 
and the Nye bill giving the county, 
boards of supervisors power to vacate 
plots of laud. 
Without a word of opposition, the 
assembly killed five bills, the most 
Important of which was the Tews bill 
providing for 
a public contribution 
from the county treasury for the pur- 
pose of enabling tho mothers of a 
family to keep her family together.!

Vice-Chancellor Te+li Socialists That 


Constitutional Rights Can't Be 


Abridged By Martial Law. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Berlin, via London, May 16— Not- 
withstanding the fact that the Em- 
pire is ruled by martial law, the con- 
stitutional rights of the members of 
the Reichstag cannot be abridged. 
This is shown By declarations made 
by Vice Chancellor Delbreck to the 
budget committee of the Reichstag in 
answering queries of socialists touch- 
ing two of their members. 
Herr Hase complained that action 
had been begun in a military 
court 
against Dr. Karl Liebnechht for mak- 
ing statements of a political nature 
and his comrades had been forbidden 
to speak to him under penalty. The 
vice-chancellor replies that such a 
process is not legal and that the gov- 
ernment had intervened immediately 
to have it discontinued. 
Herr Hbert, another socialist, re- 
ferred to the case of Peirrotes, who 
was expelled from Strassburg on the 
ground, he was a French sympathiz- 
er and ordered to settle in Muenden. 
Ebert, asserted Herr Peirotes, has 
been compeletl to visit the police sta- 
tion daily.and all bis mall had been 
opened. Vice chancelor Delbr.eck re- 
plies that the commandant of the for- 
tification district had a right to expel 
persons, but no right in this case to 
prescribe where men should go. The 
government had intervened, he said, 
to secure for Peirrotes those rights 
and

Largest Plant of Kind in the World 


Costing Over Million to Furnish 


St. Louis With Pure 


Water. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.2 


St. Louis, Mo., May 15.—What 
is 
said to be largest filtration plant in 
the world was dedicated today at the 
Chain of Rocks, the site of the St. 
Louis city water works on the Missis- 
sippi river at the extreme 
northern 
end of the. city. 


The flirtation plant cost $1,300,000, 
and is so large that 150,000.000 gal- 
lons of water can pass through it 
every twenty four hours, absolutely 
pure; and in cas eof emergency this 
can be increased to 200,000,000 Kal- 
lons. 


The opening of the filtration plant 
Is the last step deemed necessary for 
years to come to assure St. Louis of 
clear water. 


The city's water is taken from the 
muddy Mississippi river and first is 
given a chemical treatment that pre- 
clpiates the solids and foreign matter. 
The water 
then 
passes through.a 
series of settling basins, from which 
it 
emerges 
clear. For years this 
system was sufficient to assure the 
city clear water, but as the demands 
for;water grew with the growth of 
the. city, it was noticed that in hot 
weather or when the river was un- 
usually muddy, the water was drawn 
through the settling basins so fast 
that It poured out of the 
faucets 
slightly discolored. 
. 
The great sand filter then was 
built. The water now will pass from 
the settling basins into the filter, and 
thence into the mains. The filter, it 
is believed by engineers, will assure 
the people of St. Louis absolutely 
clear water throughout the 
hottest 
weather. 
For years, St. Louis struggled with 
the .problem of clarifying the muddy 
river, water, and 
when the settling 
process wa.s devised it attracted at- 
tention in engineering circles through- 
out the world. 
The 
dedicatory 
exercises 
today 
were attended by many delegates 
from the convention of the American 
Water Works Association, which met 
at Cincinnati, May 10.

Fund of $150,000 Sought By Farmers 


to Fight the Cholera In North- 


ern Wisconsin.

Madison, Wis., May 
15. — That an 
appropriation of $150.000 is needed of 
this legislature to fight the bog chol- 
era plague in this state is the state- 
ment of E. S. Patterson of Durand, 
•who is here in the interest of farmers 
of northern 
Wisconsin, 
-where the 
plague threatens. He says that unless 
something is done to check the rav- 
ages of this disease millions of dol- 
lars worth of porkers will be sacri- 
ficed "his year. 
' At tie convention of the Wiscon- 
sin Real Estate Brokers last January 
this subject was fully gone into and 
the matter was then called to the at- 
tention of Governor Philipp," said Mr. 
Patterson. 
"Wo people of northern 
Wisconsin believe that an appropria- 
tion of $150,000 should be made to 
furnish the 
serum 
cheaply to the 
farmers for the one treatment that 
can be administered that renders the 
hos immune. There has been recom- 
mended for passage a bill appropriat- 
ing $2,500 for the manufacture and 
distribution of this serum. That will 
r.ot make enough serum to supply one 
county of the state. 


"What Wisconsin needs is an ap- 
propriation of about Snfi.OOO 
for 
the 
•erection of a building and about $100.- 
•000 for the making of the serum. The 
iest posted stockmen and authorities 
in the country advocate the policy of 
Me use of the serum, known in other 
rwords as the1 single treatment. 
This 
serum should he sold to the farmers 
for less than cost so that all may be 
induced to use it and thus the plague 
can be completely eradicated in this 
state.

more, but there is no danger of bring- ! 
Ing the disease to the farm as in the 
case of the virus.

Ashore the Russian army is laboring 


under most cruel disadvantages owing 
to scarcity of rail ways'and almost to- 
la: absence of good roads, while the 
Germans have in their rear the most' 
perfect system of strategic railways 
in the world, built entirely for the pur- 
fosfs 
of an aggressive war against 
Hussla. 


For this trial of endurance and 


stamina the Russian army' is emi- 
nently suited, both collectively and in- 
dividually. There is no other soldier 
in the world who can stand so much 
physical pain aad privation as the 
Russian. 


Ir. this connection one may recall a 


characteristic scene described in the 
Russkoye Slovo of Moscow, by its cor- 
respondent at the front.
